THE PRESS—ITS REAL AND PRETENDED 
: ABUSES. ' 

Tue readet saw last week an account of the acquittal of a 
French journalist’ at’ Madtid, of a libel on the English 
Kino. The attack was a very owlfagzeous one ; and the 
Spanish Jury most likely thought its excess rendered it 
merely silly and contemptible ; or they were loth perhaps, 
on account of one foolish ebullition, to punish the glorious 
engine of the Press, to which they owe such a large and 
recent debt of gratitude. It is not improbable too (for the 
Revolution and the subsequent struggles have given.a vast 
impulse to mind ‘among the Spanish public) that they felt 
something like a desire to give the prosecutors a practical 
lesson of the folly of noticing such assaults, and to afford 
the world at the same time a practical specimen of the real 
harmlessness of ebullitions of political feeling, however 
fierce, when confined entirely to public and general 
questions. ‘Be this as it may, this little affair’ involves 
some important considerations. ‘The Courier indeed put 
itself into a valiant rage upon the receipt of the intelli- 
gence, and absolutely threatened Spain with invasion, on 
the part of the Holy Alliance, because a Spanish Jury 
did not thiok that “the greatest. Monareh-on the face of 
the earth” ought to ‘seek’ this legal vengeance against a 
poor politician! Let it-be our business, however, to make 
a betier and more philosophic use of the fact.
